Punoral Ceremony Ov«r the 
Remains Off

LoNWiN, Oct. i2.— The remains of Par- 
ndl itrrivcd at KingHton at 7 a. m. yes- 
terdajr. Tbere was no detnouftrntion 
finmt ^ '^PiB LoodoQ Qnti| CUM^ 
WM rMotiMl, wlien ieiminttoiMf mm 
Liverpool, Miiuflu'ster, Preston .tikI New 
custle, all (leMtiiietl for Diibl'ii, j.>iiipd th^ 
trait). Till' parliaiiu-ntHi v (•()llfa;<ii»»« of 
Mr. PHrni 11 v^erc iiuioug the people tbat 
grcetetl tho depiitations on tbfeir arrival 
at Holyhead, where the train nrriTed at 2 
o'oloek in the morning, ia wot tuAhtaj 
weetter. 

(S^robps weM oolleofed on the qoay to 
wau-h the tnvfilf of the coffin from the 
train to the mitil boat Ireland. The caae 
wae borne on the ehonlderB of eeamen 
to the aide of the Teaael and down the 
dotihle gangway into the ehip. Tht* 
cofiin was deiioelted in an encloetire 
epeQially fitted up f(.irit. Throaghoat 
the voyage some of the Pamelliteo were 
all the time oa goard over the remains 
of tlioir lieloved Irader. Among the 
watchers wae the lord mayor of I>ablin, 
Hiifh Sheriff Meade and J. H. Parnell, 
brother of the departed. 

The bout maae the passage in a gale 
of wind iind rain. At the Kingston pier 
a miiltituile was gathered to receive tUe 
remains. With the Irish members who 
had followed the body from England, 
the gronp at Kingston included nearly 
every parliamentary adherent of Par- 
nell. They all gathereil around the 
coffin in absolute silence, unbroken even 
by tho exchange of friendly greetintrs, 
tmtil after the remains had'been trans- 
ferre<l to the OMniace ot tba train for 
Dnblin. 

The Westland Row station in Dublin 
was reached at '-.'M a. m. A vaHt Rilent 
crowd awaited with uncovered he»&rt. 
as the train steamed into the Ktat!6n. 
( Jon8i)icuon« in front of tlie dense uiat;he« 
of people were members of the ( iielic 
anu Athletic bocietiee. with their hitrlers 
Ubed in their sporlw draped black and 
tied with tcroen ribbon. The represen- 
tatives of branciiea of the National 
league wore black badges, on which 
were the dying words of Parnell: "Give 
my love to ttiy ooUeagnea and tiie Irish 
nation." 

When the remaina had been removed 
from the train the coffin was taken frtim 
the case that enveloped it and lifted into 
the hearse, the glass panels of wliich 
permitted a full exposure of the coffin 
to public view. Tho wreaths and other 
floral tributfS covered the toj) of the 
hearse and were )it>iipeil uU)ut the cofHn. 
The case in wliicli the i-oflin hm\ been 
enclosed on tlie way to Dublin was laid 
aside. The crowd immediatelj- seized 
upon and broke it into small jiieces to 
carrv away as mementt>es of the dead. 

W'heu the hearbe move<l from the sta- 
tion a body ot police before the proces- 
sion which, without any desivjn or mar- 
shalling, appeared to fall into an orderly 
line in purely exteiuporized fa^-hion. A 
hahd and the workingmeu's union fol- 
lowed next after the police, the band 
playing the "Dejtd March in Haul." Then 
camo tlie (ia-llic and athletic societies 
with their iiurlers re\ ersed, after the 
manner <>f soldiers carrying reversed 
arms. An tlie march progressed the 
crowds ^rtw den.-<t'r and yet they kept 
cb'iir cf tlie line oi the f>rooession, along 
the whole route to Castle Uill, where the 
serried ranks ot the people ooetqiitd 
every inch of space. 

The city hall of Dublin was reached at 
8ui0 a. m. The front of the hall was 
covered with sombre draperies, and a 
dense ruin streamed down as the coffin 
was borne into the hall toward the 
catafalqxie. The rain kept pouring in 
pitiless torrents for hour after hour, but 
It did not diminish the vast concourse 
that thronged toward the hall, ignoring 
the elements in their anxietv to show 
their esteem for their beloved leader. It 
was an assemblat^e of remarkable seren- 
ity. Reverential quiet pervaded the 
crowd, unbroken by partisan Qhee, or 
the remoteet qrmptiMa of tendwfly to 
disorder. 

At 10 o'clock the gates wore oi)ened, 
and the p«ople poured into the interior. 
The iKxJy lay in siute in the council 
chamber, a larjje circular room, now 
heavily drainnl in black, relieved by 
scrolls of white satin in looi)ed festoons, 
bearing in black letters the last words 
of Parnell. The coftin, which re8te<l on 
a raised dais in the center of the cham- 
ber, was buried antler masses of wreaths, 
florui crosses, Iriih haipe aad other 
floral debigu.s. 

(xjuspicuoiis on the coffin were three 
wreaths from Mrs. Parnell, a cross and 
anchor and circle, with inscriptions. 
The outer inscriiiliou was "My own 
true love; my best, truest fi'iend; my 
husband from his heart-broken wife," 
and the iiinermont inscription, "My 
dear love, my iiu«band, my king, from 
his heart broken wife.'' 'I'lu-re were also 
two beautiful little wreaths from Mrs. 
Parnell s dautjiiters with the words: 
"From little Clare to my dear mother's 
husband." and "From little Kitty to my 
dear mother's hiishaud." 

From 10 o'clock until 2 a continuous 
stream of people j)oure<l into the ciiv 
hall. It is estimaiiHl that the people 
who i>aid their last tribute of respect to 
tile dead leader uumlN-red at least 40,- 
000. Nearly all were in the deepest 
mouridng, the men wearing a baud of 
black crape interwoven with green rib- 
bon on the arm I aud a large proportion 
of the women also wearing a sunilar sign 
of grief. The ceremony of lying in etate 
was intended to close at noon, but the 
crowd continued so nnmerons ttiat it 
waa after 'i o'clock when the doon were 
ihut.

iiie grave in Qlabnevin cemetery. It 
was led l)y the executive of the Parnell 
leivdership committee and following 
came tho bier drawn by Kii black horses. 
Surrounding the bier wtre the parli i- 
mentary ( oileH^ues of I'arnell. Parnell's 
favorite horse followed the bier. Then 
came a stn/iin lK)dy of (l.^els, hea<led bv 
James Stephens, thf famous Fenian or- 
ganlter; .loim ( »'Lt aiy, the well known 
fdvposite of an Irir'h republic, and other 
prQinine|]Lt features of the profession 
W^te John O'Connor. meml)er of parlia* 
tnept, leading by the arm the blind 
memtier, Jir. W. A. MacDcmald, of 
Ussory; Pattiell's brother and sister, and 
tlien the lord mayor of Dublin, in official 
state, prece.if.'i by the city marshal, and 
sword and :i;iice bearers. Next came 
the represei.'.i lives of the corixTations 
of tiie iirin ipal Irish towns, and the 

▼arious trade societies, then the Forest- 
ers, the Home Rulers aad a line of 
private carriages. 

As the prooe«i8ion started the rain 
ceased and the sun came oqt. The pro- 
cession wended its way th the ceme- 
tery. Perfect ordor pgcerailed, altlaouKh 
the vast line of mourners sarpaeaed in 
numbers any spectacle ever , ffeo in 
Dublin. No' systematic plan pee m ed to 
regulate the itanltltade, yet some ine iu- 
itinct of reverentiul order pnrailed 
everywhere snd gave the march an as- 
pect of drilled resnlarity. 

At the cemetery crowds had all day 
been iiispectiug the tnrf -lined tomb, 
:narde\l by a small gronp of police. 



hen t!ie tirst p;irt of the procession 
reached the lower gate of the cemetery 
at a o'clock, it was foond impoesible to 
penetrate the dense masses assembled 
there and after a struggle the police had 
to abandon the effort to make a way 
through the crowd and the hearae was 
condnoted to the upper gate. The coffin 
wae removed and pmcedon a platform, 
especially constructed in such a w$y tliat 
the procession could file around it and 
have a view of the bier. 

At 6 o'clock, when dtuk was fast fall- 
ing on tlie scene, the procession wae etill 
filing around the mer; eo orders were 
given to remove the coffin to the ride of 
the grave. A body of GjmIb cleared the 
way to the grave, and formed a Scircle 
wiUUn wMob the Lord Mayor ,«iia clinic 
dignitaries, and Parnell's ooUeagoes and 
reUtiTes stdtioned themsslTei. The 
Rev. Mr. Vincent, of the Botnnda 
chapel, the Rey. George Fit, tli* Irish 
Protestant clerfvman, from Manohester. 
England, were tne offi ci ating clergymen. 
It was 7 o'okxJk whea iift BMwates 
started to teta^ to the city. •
